The following letter was 
received by Chief of Police Gibson 
from" the city attorney at Neillsvllle 
under date "of June .30th, which .will 
give some idea of what the Neillsvllle 
authorities thought ot them.

Chief of Police, Grand Rapids, Wis,, 


Dear Sir:—J understand Kit Carson's 
..ild*fWest.show is'tp visit your city 
next Sunday and Monday, and if you 
wish to protect your people from being 
robbed and swindled you "will have _to 
keep a closer watch than" our peoele 
flid. They have at least three men on 
the grounds and m the big tent who 
are short changers'- and 
ppcketbook 


snatchefs. There is also gambling in 
the-side shows. There are two men 
who pretend to "be land sellers- who 
work-fbehind the side-show tent. They 
tried their game here but did not get 
any/one. The short change men, the 
money bag snatchers and the gamblers 
in the side show got considerable and 
we have sent one up .for six months 
in jail. They have in the side show 
besides the gambling outflt a dancer, 
snake, charmer, and fortune teller. 
The dancer sells a nude picture of 
herself and others and- obscure litera- 
ture,' and take them all~around they 
are a hard bunch. They also have in 
one of the cars a lot of gambling de- 
vices, roulette, wheel of fortune, etc., 
which they gamble with nights, day- 
times and Sundays. 
Hope you can 


protect the patrons' from being swin- 
dled and robbed better than we did."

there was only one conclusion for .Mr. 
Hoyman to draw—that the Canadian 
farmer was paying a tax of $30 pn 
every $100 worth of Canadian manu- 
factured implements he bought, and 
that this tax did not go to the Cana- 
dian government, but to the manufac- 
turer. And why is this same condition 
•not true in the United States? 
Under 


our present "protective" system the 
great majority of the poo[>le are pay- 
ing tribute to a few .special interests. 
The interest with the biggest political 
pull has had the benefit of the highest 
tariff rate. The Underwood tariff hill, 
recently passed by the House of Rep-

HEIGHT OF FORK'OF TREES 


it Never Grows-HIgher Than the Point 
. .Where First Noted, Declares 


• 
an Authority. 


• Some .'people through 'careless.: ob- 
servation.-believe, that-.ttfe .fork .of a. 
forest tree will gradually grow higher 
from the- ground. 
If they would ..in- 


vestigate it would be found that the 
forks and "heads" of fruit trees at at 
exactly tro sanip pome v where they 


.The' state forester -in Inspecting lo- 


cust .and catalpa groves throughout the' 
state,' 'saysrthe, Indiana Farmer; j has 
found owners who have not. removed 
one '."part'', of 'the fork . of' those trees 
that have .formed, forks below the fence 
post length, .believing that :in ^ears 
.the fork would grow up and .a fence 
post could -be cut below the fork. This 
erfoneous,belief is .the cause of much, 
of the delay and neglect of pruning in 
early life of street and roadside trees. 


It should be remembered that the 


base of a fork or a branch of a tree 


will always remain at the same dis- 
tance above the ground. .The side 
branches of some'trees, such as the 
elm, 
usually "continue to grow upward, 


while those of other trees, such as 
the. maples, Incline 
upward 
when 


young and as the tree grows: older 
'the weight of the branches gradually 
brings ft to the horizontal. The latter 
often makes the "removal o£ large 
branches necessary, which not only 
spoils the symmetry of^the tree, but 
usually starts decay^ which soon kills | 
the tree. 


No street or roadside tree should;be 


permitted to form a fork below ten 
feet and all of the side branches to the 
same height should be removed so that 
they will shade the adjacent crop less. 
If this is done the tree in time will 
grow a. saw log below the branches.

This work is 
done as extension work of the Depart- 
ment of Soils of the College of Agri- 
culture, _and 1 respectfully ask that 
my report be published, in a. local pa- 
per for the ben'eflfof farmers and the 
;eneral public interested in drainage 


On the farm of Mr Sampson In 


Section 2, T 22. Range 5 E , there Is 
a tile drainage system consisting of 
two carloads of tile that were laid 
ten years ago. 
During the past year 


is was reported to me that the tile had 
crumbled seriously due to the expan- 
sion and contt action pf wet tile and 
the freezing and thawing 
Since over 


95 per cent of the dram tile now laid 
are "of the unglazed type and since 
about half of the drain tile laid freeze 
every winter, it seemed important to 
investigate this particular 
case 
of 


crumbling 
I found the 8-inch tile 


exposed at the outlet where soft tile 
will crumble fast 
At outlets it is 


best to have a. woden flume or a length 
of glazed sewer pipe to bear the ex- 
posure to sudden freezing and thawing 
that may happen a hundred times in^& 
single season 
However, I found that 


these tile at the outlet without such 
precaution had borne the unusual ex- 
posure withou t crumbling. I: had e.yer.y 
reason to .believe- that.-the tile! covered 
with: 2%- feet of/earth have suffered 
even less; -since, they "freeze 'and, ttiaw 
but once- during.every winter.- It'may 
be;.that-some of:the tile have broken in 
sags 'carelessly ,Wff.in,;the. grade., line 
where water is left- to freeze and:;burst 
the- tile. :. Ordinarily, it does .not hurt
